These women are outspoken against the Administration 

and the conduct of the war and have been reported as 
pro-German. Meetings have been held several timels a 
week since Pearl Harbor and at one meeting held / 
February 24, 1942, the speaker, ! f of 

Washington, D.C., said "Let's kill 'X he 'p res i d erit", and 
others in the audience replied "Lets do it". They 
have adopted resolutions protesting sugar rationing 
and urgemembers to refuse to register for this. They 
act in unison with related peace groups, calling for 
immediate recall of the armed forces in foreign lands. 

They have been active in political affairs, campaigning 
in the recent Primary Election for Isolationist canditates 
and entered some of their manbers as candidates for 
State positions. Reported to be carrying on correspon¬ 
dence with sons of members in the armed forces, urging 
them to secure names of other soldiers without parents 
in order that subject organization may communicate with 
them. Case presented to United States Attorney, ALBERT 
J. W0LL, and a Grand Jury is presently considering, the 
activities of .subject organization.

1941. The Springfield Field Division has been requested by letter to 
examine the records of the Department of State to ascertain the 
officers and the articles of incorporation.

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On April 22, 1942 United States Attorney J. AIBERT 1 7BLL 
advised A. H. JOHNSON, the Special Agent in Charge, that a Grand Jury 
had been called to hear the evidence and consider the facts pertaining 
to subject organization, and requested that information in the Chicago 
files be presented him.

“He was in the world, arid the world was made by Him, 
and the world knew Him not.”—John 1:10. 

INTRODUCTION 

Reproduced In millions of places throughout the world tonight is 
the immortal scene of Bethlehem. Surrounding a makeshift crib in 
which is a new-born Babe are the humble shepherds, the proud but 
cold Virgin Mother and the virtuous foster father of that Infant 
Overhead, strains of angelic choirs bring news of peace * - - a strange 
peace. 

, Nibbling on bits of hay are the dumb beasta who had found shel¬ 
ter in the same cave. And OUTSIDE the cave—in the inns of the 
city of Bethlehem and in other surrounding cities — are thousands of 
HUMAN beings with no more realization of what was going on than 
had the dumb beasts within. 


This attitude of the HUMAN 
herd is the ENTIRE content of the 
introduction to St. John’s Gospel. 
“And the light shineth in dark¬ 
ness, and the darkness did not 
comprehend it." 

"He was in the world . . . and 
the world knew Him not.” 

“He came unte His own, and 
His own received Him not." 

As the mother, then, looked into 
the eyes of her Babe at Bethle¬ 
hem, she was looking into the eyes 
of the original “Man Without a 
Country”. She was looking into 
the eyes of the OUTCAST OF 
BETHLEHEM. 

NO TIME FOR 
SENTIMENTALITY 

My Friends, tonight I could give 
you an encomium on the beauti¬ 
ful aspects of this feast — on the 
lights, the handshaking sentimen¬ 
tality -yes, even on the TRUE 

love which usually floods human 
hearts at this season. We could 
guide our thoughts to the beauti¬ 
ful story of Christmas and the Di¬ 
vine Infancy. 

In ORDINARY times such- a 
fervorino would be in order.' But 
these are UNUSUAL times. Any 
reference to tonight as a SILENT 
night when all is CALM would be 
entirely incongruous. Throughout 


the whole world the drum-beats of 
war resound; and men curse and 
kill one another in a senseless orgy 
of murder and destruction. NO! 
THIS IS NOT A SILENT NIGHT 
WHEN ALL IS CALM. 

The night is NOT calm for many 
of you who have loved ones away 
from home; and no amount of dec¬ 
orations. gifts or patriotic speech¬ 
es can fill that void in your hearts 
and home*. There is a void too 
ir. the hearts of those boys away 
from your homes as they attend 
Divine worship with the top of a 
jeep for an altar and with incen¬ 
diary bombs for background and 
light. 

On their lips is the same prayer 
which should be on ours — and 
that is a prayer for PEACE and for 
an early opportunity to come home 
to us. Out there are many thou¬ 
sands of men and women who echo 
the thoughts of one soldier who 
wrote the following word9 in his 
letter home last Christmas: 

“Tonight I ga ta Mass to affar 
up my humbla plea ta Gad In 
heavan for a CESSATION OF 
THIS MADNESS. I am praying 
that NEVER AGAIN will 
Christmas ba spent in war’.' 

CHRIST OR SANTA CLAUS? 

Tonight, then, I would ask you to 


turn your thoughts to a more 
solemn, sober and sincere medita¬ 
tion upon those things which pre¬ 
vent THIS Christmaa from being a 
SILENT night when all is calm 
and peacefuL 

In guiding your thoughts to the 
dangerous trend throughout the 
world to draw further and farther 
■ from the peace of Christ as In¬ 
augurated at Bethlehem, it is not 
my intention or desire to lessen 
our concern for the victory for 
which, we pray God, we shall be 
worthy. 

I would, however, point out the 
risks we run in persisting 1 In <mr 
present usurpation of the preroga¬ 
tives of the Almighty. I realize 
that there are many who would 
prefer to IGNORE these moral , 
questions —especially on Christ¬ 
mas. But I follow the example af 
the Holy Father, Pope Plus XU who 
each year uses the opportunity af¬ 
forded by the commemoration ef 
the birth of the Prince of Peace 
to remind us of these matter* — to 
remind us that Christ is the Prinoe 
of PEACE and not WAR. 

My Friends, would that we conld 
put the spirit of the Prince af 
Peace back into Christmas and gat 
away from our PAGAN idea af a 
SANTA CLAUS Christmas. 

SHALL WE KILL SANTA 
CLAUS? 

This day which originally was a 
day of worship of the Infant King, 
of gratitude for the mercy of God, 
of rejoicing because the earth had 
(in the words of Isaias) "budded 
forth a Savior” —this day has be¬ 
come a day of GREED for meney 
and power and blood. It has be¬ 
come a day for Santa Claus in¬ 
stead of Christ And no one is will¬ 
ing to kill Santa Claus as they 
WERE willing — and are STILL 
willing — to kill Christ 

For twelve year* now, our fed¬ 
eral government has been the 
Santa Claus of the nation. A new 
and strange people have taken over 
the reina of government and have 
opened wide the sluice-gates ef 
the treasury to make every day 
ChristmaB for the needy and the R 
worthless, tbs virtuous and ths 
criminal. We have imported every 
conceivable Suropean disease and 
offered them, as remedies for Amer¬ 
ican ills. As a result we are fast 
approaching the totalitarian objec¬ 
tive which makes all business men, 
office boys and all workingman, 
clave*. 



Winston Churchill sounded the 
warning years ago when he said:

We are indeed a strange peo¬ 
ple who demand more gifts, more 
hand-outs, without realizing that 
WSLate .paying hundreds. of_times_ 
for the SAME gift, that our Santa 
Claus now owes 260 billion dollars 
and that we have endorsed this 
note in the names of generations 
yet unborn. But then, nobody wants 
to kill Santa Claus! 

INTERNATIONAL SANTA 
CLAUS 

The time came, as was inevit¬ 
able, when this State Santa Claus 
could not be kept within NATION¬ 
AL boundaries. Extravagant, pagan 
humanitarianism must extend it¬ 
self to the ENTIRE world. Our 
National Santa Claus must become 
an INTERNATIONAL SANTA 
CLAUS.

WE SIGNED AWAY OUR SOL¬ 


VENCY, OUR PEACE, OUR BOYS, 
OUR FAMILIES AND OUR IN¬ 
DEPENCE. By the enactment of 
Lend-Lease we beeame the Santa 
Claus of the World. By this stu¬ 
pendous legislative hand-out, we 
pjit into the hands of one man the 
power to CONDUCT war without 
WAGING war; we gave to one man 
the power to shuffle the nations of 
the world; to force nations to fight 
or starve. We allowed him, in the 
words of General Johnson, to shoot 
craps with the destiny of the na¬ 
tion and the world. We allowed him 
"to dilute our strength with the 
weakness of the world." 

Let us call this spending “char¬ 
ity", "philanthropy", or “humani¬ 
tarianism." But I tell you that the 
plan of Christ never called for 
charity for the PURPOSE OF 
KILLING— even killing our ene¬ 
mies. 

SANTA RIDES AT NIGHT 

Of course the ordinary citizen 
never knew much of these schemes, 
for Santa always rode at night. 
.They slept througtL.the. 4 f/rapping 
of these gifts in the packages uf 
convoys and shooting convoys and 
the invasion of nearby islands. 
Then one morning we awoke to 
find ourselves paying the debts of 
our Allies not only with money 
gifts, but with blood banks amJ 
human flesh. 

LULLABIES FOR SANTA 

The events of tomorrow will show 
that while the rabblerousers of the 
air-ways, the political platforms, 
the university chairs and advertis¬ 
ing-mad newspapers sang us lulla¬ 
bies about universal social security, 
our leaders, our “do-gooders", our 
“me-tooers", our "Union-nowers" 
and our so-called “liberals", were 
playing Santa Claus to two great 
nations — England and Russia — 
who were each planning to throt¬ 
tle the other while they untied to 
throttle the third great power which 
was Germany. 

On the pretext of saving the 
poor little nations of Europe from 
the Nazi oppressor, Great Britain 
declared war after making sure, of 
course, that the other United Na¬ 
tions would do the fighting and the 
paying. Then one after the other, 
.each .nation. —_ Poland, -Finland, 
Lithuania, Yugoslavia, Latvia, 
Estonia, Czechoslavakia — was 
traded off to a new and worse op¬ 
pressor. The war had been begun 
to protect the rights of the GOV¬ 


ERNMENTS of these nations (the 
present governments in exile) bui 
at Russia’s insistance, liberal Com¬ 
munistic minorities were allowed 
to take over as Trustees of the 
Soviet Union. 

THEN PANIC . . . 

The came panic. France and Bel¬ 
gium shook the filthy hand of 
Joseph Stalin. Italy was in danger 
of doing the same; and now Greece 
was in danger. Russia was going 
out of her allotted sphere of in¬ 
fluence and endangering the Medi¬ 
terranean life-line of the Empire. 
Liberals now became gangsters. 
Liberals are no longer democrats 
and Russia’s sincerity is beginning 
to be dpubted. 

Or probably it is RUSSIA which 
remembers what Churchill’s opin¬ 
ion of them was in 1929, At that 
time, in his book THE WORLD 
CRISIS and in his talks before 
Commons, these are some of bis 
opinions of the great "Democracy" 
of Russia: 

“Eastward ___ Iay-_ihe- hugh 

rhass of Russia — not a wound¬ 
ed Russia only, but a POISON¬ 
ED Russia, an infected Russia, 
a plague-bearing Russia." 

And again, speaking of her de¬ 
signs on Poland: 

“The scope of these designs, 
although hidden from simple¬ 
tons, was equally comprehen¬ 
sible to every anti-communist 
and communist throughout 
the world." 

And again; 

“Since the armistice my policy 
would have been, ‘Peace with 
the German people, war on the 
Bolshevik tyranny . . . Russia 
has gonejnto ruin._ _Wha t is left 
of her is in the power of'these 
deadly snakes." 

And again: 

"I do not of course believe that 
any real harmony is possible 
between Bolshevism and pres¬ 
ent civilization." 

SANTA CLAUS TO ENEMIES 

My Friends, the events of tomor¬ 
row will show that we have been 
playing Santa Claus to our enemies 
as well as to our friends. Please 
-God-we can avoid- the-tragedy-of 
discovering that we have been fi¬ 
nancing a German-Rusian-Japanese 
coalition. If this is so, millions of 
our MEN ARE ALREADY TRAP¬ 
PED IN EUROPE. Certainly this is 
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a possibility, or how can we ex¬ 
plain the lull on the Eastern front? 
Is it not possible that the German 
troops now occupied in the offen¬ 
sive in Western Europe were con¬ 
veniently liberated from service on 
the Eastern front? 

About six months ago, from this 
pulpit, I risked a prophecy and 
stated that I would gamble every¬ 
thing on one event. That prophecy 
was that Russia would never, 
NEVER enter East Prussia — that 
she would continue to pound and 
thunder OUTSIDE the borders. 

FOR THE RUSSO-GERMAN 
WAR IS A PHONY WAR—a war 
intended to draw all our resources 
on the side of the Russian-Ger- 
man-Japanese coalition and FOOL 
us into putting all our manpower 
within firing range. 

. Tonight I REPEAT with greater 
assurance —that Russian will NEV¬ 
ER enter German territory for the 
purpose of conquest—for German 
territory is territory FRIENDLY 
to Russia. 

. “HUSH-HUSH” 
STATESMANSHIP 

Throughout all this international 
intrigue there has arisen in this 
country a crop of SUPERPAT 
RIOTS whose yardstick for the 
valuation of patriotism is an ap¬ 
pointment to a Bureau or Board. 
The ONLY patriots in the minds 
of these ASSISTANTS TO THE 
NATIONAL SANTA CLAUS are 
those who are profiting from the 
present confusion, bankruptcy and 
war. Those bureaucrats not engag¬ 
ed in VALUABLE and ESSEN¬ 
TIAL war activities are parasites, 
leeches on our national economy. 

And now is the time to make 
these agents of bureaucracy realize 
that they are leeches who are be¬ 
ing paid with our money for do¬ 
ing nothing. We must make them 
feel that they are stealing from us, 
and that stealing our money is not 
a patriotic activity. Probably we 
can so embarrass them that a suf¬ 
ficient number will quit their 
leecherous employment and help 
thereby to reduce our national 
debt. At the same time they will 
help to bring Peace Day nearer to 
realization; for this war will NEVER 
end as long as they continue to 
vote for a perpetuation of their 
dynasty. 

According to these super- 
patriots, all those who do not agree 
that there is but one way to win 


the war, one way to stop the war 
and one way to establish peace, are 
labeled “obstructionists”, “reac¬ 
tionaries” — and what is the hor¬ 
ror of horrors — "ISOLATION¬ 
ISTS!” 

One local COMMISSAR said to 
me not long ago: “Thank God there 
are enough DECENT people left in 
the country to prevent a return to 
ISOLATIONISM.” 

I am one of those INDECENT 
people who believe that this coun¬ 
try was never isolationist, unless 
we call World War I, isolationism; 
unless we call paying off the debts 
of Europe, Isolationism; unless we 
call the Dawes plan. Isolationism; 
unless we call the Young Plan, 
Isolationism; unless we call the 
Four-Power and the Nine-Power 
Pacts, Isolationism; unless we call 
the Kellog-Briand Pact, Isolation¬ 
ism; unless we call destroying our 
Navy, Isolationism; and unless we 
call ordering Japan out of Man¬ 
churia, Isolationism. 

If these and hundreds , of other 
incidents are evidences of isola¬ 
tionism, then it is about time we 
try something else. I suggest that 
we try INSULATIONISM — that 
we insulate ourselves not only 
against the weapons of our enemies 
but also against the GREED of our 
ALLIES and the STUPIDITY of 
our Bureaucrats. 

With the connivance of Joe 
Stalin's bed-mates in this country, 
we are being cursed with a “HUSH- 
HUSH” form of government in 
which everything of importance is 
labeled “secret” and “top secret". 

SECRETS AND TOP SECRETS 

Thank God, however, some of 
the top secrets are now coming 
down to the level of the American 
citizen. Now that the Naval Board 
of Inquiry has completely exonerat¬ 
ed Admiral Kimmel and General 
Short, we are treated to a hush- 
hush of the real cause of the Pearl 
Harbor disaster. The blame should 
be placed wnere it belongs before 
more blood is shed to erase the 
strfin of 3,800 dead Americans. 

Again we are treated to com¬ 
plete hushing-up of the facts 
brought out in the greatest purge 
trial of our national history. We 
are assured that there will be no 
further prosecution of.the 26 vic¬ 
tims of the eight months" “Persecu¬ 
tion” for daring to exercise free¬ 
dom of speech and the press. They 
are exonorated. But who is to make 


restitution to THEM for the loss 
of their jobs, their homes and 
their reputations? 

The Washington Times-Herald 
summed up this travesty on justice 
when it said editorially: 

“Francis Biddle Is the cham¬ 
pion flop of all times as Attor¬ 
ney General of the United 

, States, and his monument in 
history will be the so-called 
sedition trial, that Masterpiece 
of cruel nonsense which ended 
queerly with the death of the 
trial judge.” 

And from the B’nai B’rith Mes¬ 
senger of December 15, 1944, we 
learn the real reason for the trial: 
“Since the ENTIRE reason for 
the trial, aside from taking the 
few poor specimens off the 
streets and cutting off their 
vitriol from the public, was to 
educate the public into the 
ways and means of Nazism. . .” 

This certainly is a new system of 
jurisprudence — to try men for a 
crime MERELY to teach the pub¬ 
lic a system of philosophy. Un¬ 
questionably it IS an ideal way to 
teach Nazism. But it is a poor way 
to teach democracy. If it seems 
necessary in the name of unity to 
throw the Atlantic Charter over¬ 
board—or deny that is ever existed 
—it is necessary also to deny the 
existence of the Constitution? Is 
it necessary to play hide and seek 
with the mothers of sons who are 
dying to preserve our democracy 
and freedom? 

THE RAPE OF JUSTICE 

The most brazen assault upon 
the Constitution, upon the sovere¬ 
ignty of the nation and upon our 
principles of justice and liberty is 
the hushing up of the facts of the 
Tyler Kent Case. 

Tyler Kent was arrested by Brit¬ 
ish authorities in May of 1940. At 
the time he was the code expert at 
the American Embassy in London. 
He was an Ameican citizen, entitled 
to protection under our laws and 
entitled to diplomatic immunity 
against British laws. 

In the course of his work he 
found himself handling secret mes¬ 
sages between President Roosevelt 
and Winston Churchill, then First 
Lord of the Admiralty. In all, 1500 
messages were passed between 
1939-1940 and many of them were 
in confidential American code. 

Among these were cables con¬ 
taining secret plans to involve us 
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in the war. One of them from 
Winston Churchill read: 

“I am half American, and the 
natural person to work with 
you. It is evident we see eye 
to eye. Were I to become Prime 
Minister of Britain wf could 
control the world." 

Tyler Kent had taken the oath 
to defend our Constitution. These 
messages worried him as they 
would worry any American. He 
consulted Captain Archibald Ram¬ 
sey. a distinguished and repeatedly 
decorated member of Parliament. 

To make a long story short, he 
was convicted at a secret trial in a 
British court and sentenced to 
serve seven years on the Isle of 
Wight. He, an American entitled 
to diplomatic immunity — tried in 
a British court for knowing too 
much! And no effort has been made 
to carry out the provisions of the 
United States Code that in such 
cases the President shall “forth¬ 
with demand the release of such 
citizen”. . . Why not? Why the 
hushing of facts — the rape of 

justice?'”— -- ~ *'“• 

Our Holy Father this morning 
pointed to the danger of secrecy 
in such matters when he said that 
“the people have, as it * were, 
awakened from a long torpor” and 
that “they have assumed in rela¬ 
tion to the state and those who 
govern, a hew attitude — one that 
criticizes and distrusts.” This, he 
said, is very important. Let us hope 
it is true here, for did not Presi¬ 
dent Wilson state the same thing 
when he.said: “In time of war we 
should not only have criticism, but 
MORE criticism"? 

ROOT OF CONFUSION 
The root of all this confusion is 
the universal turning away from 
Christ and the denial of any ob¬ 
jective norm of morality — indi¬ 
vidual, national and international. 

Nazi Germany has attempted to 
deify the State; Russia has outlawed 
the deity; other nations have ignor¬ 
ed Him altogether; and we Ameri¬ 
cans have set up an idol of ma¬ 
terial progress in His place. 

The Churches have spoken by 
Divine right on the moral angles 
of a just war and a just peace. 
Most agree with the recent state- 
mejat.of^the_Ameican.. Bishops-who 
said: 

“We have no confidence in a 
peace which does not carry into 
effect, WITHOUT EQUIVOCA¬ 


TIONS, the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter. We must 
repudiate absolutely the TRA¬ 
GIC fallicies of power politics 
with its balance of power, 
spheres of influence in a sys¬ 
tem of puppet governments and 
resort to war as a means of 
settling international disputes.” 

Now that our allies have shown 
their hands — that they are striv¬ 
ing ONLY for spheres of influ¬ 
ence — we must make plans to get 
out of the war for under these 
conditions it will no longer be a 
JUST war. The handwriting is now 
on the wall. Shall we wait until 
our boys are surrounded and ex¬ 
terminated by a Russian-German 
maneuver, or shall we say with 
John Maynard Keynes? 

“Rot then in your own malice, 
and we will go our way 
Remote from Europe; from her 
blasted hopes; 

Her fields of carnage, and pol¬ 
luted air." 

WE MUST BE INSULATED 
AGAINST THIS MALICE AND 
POLLUTED AIRr— 

A CHRISTIAN CRUSADE 

In his Christmas message two 
years ago, My Friends, Pope Pius 
XII called for a CHRISTIAN 
CRUSADE — for a LEGION of 
UPRIGHT men who would bring 
men back to the center of gravity. 
“The call of the moment," he 
said, "is NOJ for lamentation 
but ACTION; not for lamenta¬ 
tion over what HAS BEEN, but 
reconstruction of what is to 
arise, and MUST arise for the 
good of society. 

"It is for the BEST and the 
most distinguished members 
of the Christian family, FILL¬ 
ED with the enthusiasm of 
CRUSADERS, to unite in the 
spirit of truth, justice and love, 
to the call GOD WILLS IT, 
ready to serve, to SACRIFICE 
themselves, like the Crusaders 
of old." 

And again last year he called on 
us for Action. \ 

“To action, then, Beloved 
Children! 

Close your ranks! 

Let not your courage fail! 

Do not remain helpless in the 
- -midst of-the ruins!"' 

We must form a CrUsade te 
RESCUE Christ from a world 
which knows Him not. We must 
form a Crusade to demand justice 


for the NATIONS of the world. 
We must form a Crusade to demand 
justice AT HOME. We must form 
a Crusade to demand justice for 
our BOYS whe are not here to 
demand it for themselves. 

For a cause which is-becoming 
more UNJUST every day, they 
must not be the victims of the 
crooked cross of Nazism or of the 
DOUBLE CROSS of our Allies. 

With the COURAGE and deter¬ 
mination of Crusaders, this war can 
be brought te a close honorably— 
and our boys CAN be spared from 
the holocaust which is in store for 
Europe. 

CONCLUSION 

Tonight as we kneel at the feel 
of the Divine Infant Prince of 
Peace — our prayer should be a 
prayer for PEACE. 

In the midst of WAR we CAN 
think of and hope for PEACE. 

In these days of Santa Claus war 
—we can meditate with Joyce Kil¬ 
mer, the poet - soldier of World 
War I: 

“The..kings, of- the earth are 
men of might, 

And cities are burned for their 
delight, 

And the skies rain death in 
the silent night, 

And the hills belch death all 
day! 

"But the King of Heaven, Who 
made them all, 

Is fair and gentle, and- very 
small; 

He lies in the straw, by the 
oxen's stall— 

Let them think of Him today." 

The ambition of INDIVIDUAL 
Crusaders should be to take the 
Christ-Child OUT of the MAN¬ 
GER and PUT HIM ON A 
THRONE- 

YES! EVEN ON THE THRONE 
OF THE UNITED STATES. 

For our NATION — we shall 
pray that we may soon discon¬ 
tinue the INCONGRUOUS at¬ 
tempt to BALANCE the scales of 
power in Europe by putting our 
weight on both sides of the scales 
AT THE SAME TIME. 

As a NATION we must decide

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IN THE SENATE OP THE UNITED STATES 
Thursday, September 2 1,19H 

Mr. BRIDGES. Mr. President. I real¬ 
ize that the hour Is late. The Senate Is 
on the point of taking a recess until 
early In November. But 1 feel that there 
Is something to be said on a subject upon 
which I wish to take the time of the 
Senate for a few minutes. 

During the past few days I have lis¬ 
tened to several able addresses on the 
part of certain of my colleagues urging 
serious consideration ol the responsibili¬ 
ties devolving upon Members of this 
Senate body, the American-people, and 
the United States, for the organization 
and preservation of world peace when 
this grim war ends. 

Mr. President, the record clearly shows 
that for long, years before this war broke 
out—Indeed, as far back as I can remem¬ 
ber—I have thought and worked toward 
the end of International collaboration 
with all other peoples and nations. 

I wish t o say at the outset that I am in 
substantial agreement with the objectives 
of international collaboration recently 
urged upon this Senate body by my col¬ 
leagues during the past few days; but, 
Mr. President, I want to remind my col¬ 
leagues that there are certain very cru¬ 
cial Issues Involved In the present situa¬ 
tion which, In the speeches I have so 
recently listened to, have been most con¬ 
spicuous by their absence. I refer to the 
American ideals and purposes originally 
at stake In this great struggle. 

Mr. President, the record will plainly 
show that I was one of the first Ameri¬ 
cans to see the ominous clouds of this 
war rolling up on the international hori¬ 
zon, and at that time I urged rearming 
of America for her defense. It is a mat¬ 
ter of the record that even according to 
President Roosevelt’s consistently reit¬ 
erated declarations national defense 
Included three very definite propositions. 

The first of these propositions was 
that of armed security--th. right to 
make and keep America strong and safe 
against, any enemy or combination of 
enemies. 
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The second aspect of national de¬ 
fense as Interpreted to the American 
people by President Roosevelt—at least, 
as I understood it—was the determina¬ 
tion to secure our right to independence 
of action based on American principles 
in the conduct of our foreign relations. 

The third aspect of national defense, 
as I understood the President to say 
again and again, was that of our alle¬ 
giance to the undying principles of 
decency. Justice, and freedom by which 
this country has become great and 
mighty. 

Mr. President, these were not only the 
concerns and the convictions of the 
President; at that time they were held, 
and are still held, by millions of other 
Americans. Is it not, then, a matter of 
serious import to the American people, 
even through every coursing moment of 
this great conflict, what means are being 
used to realize their highest hopes, and 
how the end results of all their striving 
and their suffering will conform to the 
original purposes .behind the struggle? 
I do not believe anyone in America would 
dare to take the position that it is none 
of their concern. 

Mr, President, I want very much to 
keep this part of the record straight. 
Many of my fellow colleagues in .this 
Senate Chamber do not believe that this 
is the time or the place to speak of these 
matters or to voioe their fears. They 
have pleaded unity with unmeasured elo¬ 
quence, and yet in their pleading they 
have studiously avoided any discussion 
of the principles originally urged upon 
the American people by President 
Roosevelt himself, as the ultimate issue 
in the war. 

Mr. President, again I want to identify 
myself with the noble objectives so ably 
presented by my colleagues, but. at the 
same time. I want to warn my colleagues 
and my other fellow Americans that it 
is my solemn and considered judgment 
that America confronts the gravest crisis 
in her history, not so much because of 
what has been said in this Senate Cham¬ 
ber during the past few days, but more so 
because of what has been left unsaid. 
Is it not a cause of grave apprehension 
that all the talk we heard at the begin¬ 
ning of this war about the rights and 
privileges of small nations, about the 
struggle between pagan brutality and the 


Christian Ideal, about the “four free¬ 
doms," has been lost in a deafening 
silence? 

Mr, President, the principles originally 
Involved in this war have nowhere so 
clearly and forcefully been stated os In 
the Atlantic Charter, and yet I have not 
heard this charter mentioned for so long 
now that I would be well Justified In be¬ 
lieving that it had long since been per¬ 
manently thrown Into the discard. Mr. 
President, what has become of the At¬ 
lantic Charter? I -fonder if many of my 
colleagues recall everything It said about 
the kind of world America was deter¬ 
mined to wrest from this world chaos? 
I want to enter the text of the Atlantic 
Charter in .the record at this point, both 
to remind my fellow Americans of the 
nature of the solemn pledge to which 
the United States of America has sub¬ 
scribed. and, also, to serve as the back¬ 
ground for what I have to say further. 
I ask such unanimous consent. 

THS ATLANTIC CHARTER—JOINT DECLARATION 0» 
AUGUST 14, 1941 

1. Tbcir countries seek no aggrandizement, 
territorial or other. 

2. They desire to eee no territorial changes 
that do not acoord with the freely expressed 
wishes or ths peoples concerned. 

3. They respect tho right of ail peoples to 
choose the rorm ol government under which 
they will live; imd they wish to see sovereign 
rights and self-government restored to those 
who hnvo been lorclbly deprived of them, 

4. They will ondoavor. with due respect for 
their existing obligations, to further tho en¬ 
joyment by ell states, great or email, victor 
or vanquished, of accoss. on equal terms, to 
the trade and to the raw materials of the 
world which aro needed for tbelr economic 
prosperity. 

6. They deBlre to bring about the fullest 
collaboration between all nations In tbe eco¬ 
nomic flold with tho object of securing, for 
ell. Improved labor standards, economic ad¬ 
vancement, and eoclal security. 

6. After the final destruction of the Nazi 
tyranny, they hope to see eetebllihed a peace 
which will afford to all nations the means of 
dwcUing in safety within their own bound¬ 
aries, and which will ufford assurance that all 
the men In all the lands may Uve out their 
Uvee In freedom from fear and want. 

7. Such a peace should enable all men to 
travereo the high seas and oceans without 
hindrance. 

8. They believe that all or tbe nations of 
tbe world, for realistic as well as spiritual 
reasons, must come to tbe abandonment of 
the use of force. Blnco no future pcaoe ean 
be maintained If lend, tea, or air armaments 
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continue to be employed by nations which 
threaten, or may threaten, aggression outside 
of tholr frontiers, they believe, pending the 
establishment of a wider and permanent sys¬ 
tem.of general security, that the disarma¬ 
ment of such nations is essentia). They will 
likewise aid and encourago all other prac¬ 
tical measures which will lighten for peace- 
loving peoples the crushing burden, ol arma¬ 
ments.

. Mr. BRIDGES. Mr. President, in the 
light of the declarations contained in 
this document, and in the light of the 
fact that 35 nations have seen fit to 
honor it with the signature ol their rep¬ 
resentatives, I wish to call to the atten¬ 
tion of my fellow Americans the fact 
that, at this very moment as the war 
hurries on to a final and overwhelming 
victory for the United Nations, the prin¬ 
ciples which were originally Involved In 
this struggle are being scattered to the 
four winds. I was one of those Amer¬ 
icans who believed in the Atlantic 
Cha r ter. _I stiff believe' in it. I shall 
continue to believe'that only on the basis 
of tlie principles contained therein can 
any just and honorable and lasting peace 
come to my fellowmen around the world. 
This is why. when I see It being ground 
into the dust by various armistice terms 
and peace plans, and assuming the as¬ 
pect of an unsubstantial dream, I can¬ 
not be silent. This Is the reason why, 
when I see the Big Three forcing an 
unjust or vindictive peace upon the peo¬ 
ples of Europe under the guise of armis¬ 
tice terms, I must spealt my concern. 

Mr. President, this Is no time for fear 
of consequences that might result from 
Bn honest and searching challenge of 
the present course of events threatening 
to destroy the foundations of any just 
and lasting peace. This is no time to 
fear the charge of partisanship and po¬ 
litical maneuvering. I am convinced 
that there never has been a time In 
American history when practical real¬ 
ism. American idealism, and enlightened 
self-interest were so completely Identi¬ 
fied with one another. 

What has partisanship to do with mat¬ 
ters In which are wrapped the future of 
America and of civilization? 

Mr. President, the secrecy of the Dum¬ 
barton Oaks deliberations cannot pos¬ 
sibly hide the direction in which the pres¬ 
ent course of events is moving, both in 
.Europe and in Asia. Have not the Ameri¬ 
can people the right to be Informed on 
those matters openly and publicly? Are 
the American people no longer entitled 
to the truth concerning their own des¬ 
tiny? Why Is It not our sacred obliga¬ 
tion to warn the American people that 
more and more the present trend In in¬ 
ternational nHnlrs Indicates the imminent 
possibility of climaxing in a travesty of 
Justice, a nightmare of their dreams, and 
a betrayal of their hopes? This is not 
idle conjecture on my part. Is it not our 
duty to be honest with ourselves and 
with our own people? I for one feel It 
my duty to warn my fellow Americans 
that the present course of events. In 
spite of the military victory which looms 
ever closer ahead, is pointing io such a 
direction. 
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Mr. President. I wish to enumerate 
several instances in which the ominous 
trend in international affairs can be sub¬ 
stantiated by facts. Let us begin with 
Finland. The Finnish armistice or peace 
terms have Just been announced. Mem¬ 
bers of this body know full well what 
they are. We in America know full well 
the record of the wny In which the Fin¬ 
nish people kept their faith with us, and 
that they were the one nation on earth 
that honored its financial obligations to 
this country. Americans cannot help re¬ 
membering that our ally, Russia, which 
demanded the armistice terms with Fin¬ 
land, was the same Russia which was ex¬ 
pelled from the League of Nations on 
the 14th of December 1939 for an un¬ 
provoked attack on Finland which was 
bitterly condemned by President Roose¬ 
velt and other responsible Government 
officials in this country. When acting 
Premier Ernst von Born learned of the 
terms, he remarked: “September 19, 
1944. will be one of the hardest days In 
our history." 

The fate of the'Baltic republics of 
Latvia. Lithuania, and Estonia is nowhere 
better described than in the words of Mr. 
Molotov himself, found In his report to 
the Seventh Session of the Supreme So¬ 
viet, delivered on August 1, 1940. Said 
Mr, Molotov: 

The mutual-assistance poet signed with 
Lithuania, Latvia, and Kstonln did not pro¬ 
duce tbo required result beuauso this was op¬ 
posed by the ruling bourgeois groups oi these 
countries. This la the reason why the Soviet 
Government presented the demands you know 
of ooncernlng changes in the Government 
of Lithuania, Latvia, and Estonia, and dis¬ 
patched additional Red Army units to thoeo 
countries. In duly democratic elections wero 
held for the Lithuanian Diet, the Latvian 
Diet, and the Estonian State Duma. The 
elections proved that the ruling bourgeois 
cliques of Lithuania. Latvia, and Estonia did 
not express the will of their peoples and rep¬ 
resented only small groups of exploiters. 

Mr. President, I know of no open effort 
of President Roosevelt to protest the con¬ 
tinuing policy of infiltration and aggres¬ 
sive interference with the Internal affairs 
of other countries in Eastern and Central 
Europe on the part of our allies. Let us 
recall for a moment what happened to 
Poland on September 17,1939, when Rus¬ 
sia took advantage of her helplessness to 
attack from the rear. At present Eduard 
Morawskl, head of the Moscow-sponsored 
Polish National Committee, is acting as 
President of Poland on the basis of the 
1921 constitution. In his capacity he 
has Just concluded and signed two 
treaties, one with the Ukraine and one 
with White Russia. 

Unless some action is taken. President 
Roosevelt will find himself the first Pres¬ 
ident who has successfully concluded a 
war by turning over one-half of the terri¬ 
tory and a large percentage of the popu¬ 
lation of an ally to another ally. It 
Is encouraging, however, to hear that in 
spite of the fact that Mr. Stalin doc3 
not recognize the Polish Government in 
exile in London, having refused our good 
offices to act as arbitrator between the 
two Governments, President Roosevelt 
has reestablished diplomatic relations 
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with the Polish Government In the ap¬ 
pointment of Arthur Bliss Lane. 

The treatment accorded Romania fol¬ 
lows the same pattern of unilateral 
action, of agreements included In the 
armistice terms which are not of a mili¬ 
tary nature and properly belong to a 
treaty of peace, boundary settlements, 
and the Juggling of population. 

If one has any doubt as to what is 
happening to the small nations in eastern 
and central Europe, one has only to read 
from the official document containing the 
armistice terms which the Big Three im¬ 
posed on Rumania. 

Article 18 reads as follows: 

An Allied CoDtrol Commission will bo set 
up, tbat # up to the tlmo of conclusion of 
peace, will assume the regulating and con¬ 
trol or the execution of the present terms 
under the general guidance of, and according 
to the Instructions of the (Allied) Bovlet 
High Command, acting on behalf of the 
Allied Powers. 

What of the treatment accorded Bul¬ 
garia, with which the Soviet Government 
lias not been-nt war?—The-true story-Is- 
that Bulgaria sent delegates to Cairo to 
negotiate armistice terms with the Brit¬ 
ish and Americans. The armistice terms 
agreed upon Included such items as the 
following: the Bulgarian army to be de¬ 
mobilized after evacuating all territory 
in Greece and Yugoslavia: the boundary 
settlements to bo reserved to a later date; 
and Bulgaria to remain neutral with no 
change In the Government. Under those 
terms Russian troops would have been 
unable to occupy Bulgaria. When the 
Americans forwarded to Russia a copy of 
the terms, Russia Immediately declared 
war on Bulgaria, voiding the Cairo terms, 
and Imposed surrender and occupation 
with Todor Pavlov, the Bulgarian Com¬ 
munist leader, installed os the King’s 
first adviser. 

What of the story of Yugoslavia? The 
same treatment |ias been accorded the 
guerilla bands of General Mikhallovttch 
by the Allies. It was In the spring of 
1941 that Yugoslav forces under Mik- 
hailovltch started fighting Hitler's 
legions, as an ally of Britain, and with 
warm encouragement and support from 
the same quarter. As a result of Rus¬ 
sia’s pressure during the past year 
we are now supporting Marshal Tito, 
whose Communist-led American-sup¬ 
plied forces arc now invading Serbia 
and attacking Mlkhallovltch's Serbian.. 
Cbctniks with such an overwhelming 
superiority that the Associated Press 
dispatch of September 18 to the Wash¬ 
ington Star of the same date Is head¬ 
lined with the following sentence, "De¬ 
feat of Mikfaailovitch now appears cer¬ 
tain.” 

Czechoslovakia has already been 
drawn into the orbit of Russian influence 
through the agreements reached between 
President-ln-exile Benes and Mr. Stalin. 

Mr. President, it seems that America 
now has become involved In a process of 
doing Just what Mr. Walter Lippmann 
has suggested, namely, that of perpetu¬ 
ating cynical outrages against the small 
nations of Europe. 

The full significance of this turn of 
events is best discovered in our treatment 



.■of Italy. More than a year ago the 
American Government, together with 
•the British and Soviet Governments, 
signed a document formally establishing 
peace with the Italian Government. It 
was not called a treaty, it was called an 
armistice. But It established the peace 
terms and concluded hostilities with the 
Italian Government. Those terms have 
been and are being enforced upon the 
.--Italian people without the knowledge or 
consent either of the American people 
or of their representatives In cither 
House of Congress. 

Mr. President, I must protest tl?e con¬ 
tinuation of such policies. Have we 
already been committed to a foreign 
.policy that is utterly devoid of American 
interests and principles? What of the 
Far East? What of China? What of 
France and Portugal and the Nether¬ 
lands and their empires? What of 
Great Britain and her possessions? 

Mr. President, I listened with keen in¬ 
terest to the speech recently delivered 
by the Junior Senator from Minnesota 
- [Mr.-B/uxl, and I-find myself'In sub¬ 
stantial agreement with the objectives 
he Is striving to attain. But, Mr. Presi¬ 
dent, I disagree with his statement that 
we know substantially all there is to 
know about the Dumbarton Oaks Con¬ 
ference, I disagree with him when he 
says there is no real secrecy Involved. 

We have been told that the purpose of 
the Dumbarton Oaks Conference is to 
determine the machinery which will 
maintain peace after the war, and work 
out some of the details concerning it. 
I am glad that such discussions are go¬ 
ing on, but I think It is highly impor¬ 
tant if we have not worked out any pro¬ 
gram as to our peace terms and peace 
conditions to be applied to the various 
countries Involved In the war, that this 
should be done Immediately. If we have 
done It, we should be told; if we have not, 
any setting up now of peace machinery 
to enforce an unknown and an undeter¬ 
mined peace Is like putting the cart be¬ 
fore the horse. 

Through the press, the radio, and the 
rumor route, we have been Informed that 
the peace machinery under discussion 
will consist of a council and an assembly. 
The council will be composed of repre¬ 
sentatives from the United States, Great 
Britain, Russia, and China, and a few 
other nations representative of the 
smaller nations of the world, which-will 
alternate In membership, but the Big 
Four will be permanent members of the 
council and will always have veto power. 

The assembly will be representative of 
all nations, but it will have no force or 
authority, but will merely act as a debat¬ 
ing society with the right to discuss and 
advise. All power, therefore, will bo in 
the council which will be in the hands 
of the Big Four. 

Mr. President, I question whether that 
Is a sound set-up for a permanent peace. 
It could easily be a basis for- blg-powcr 
politics, with the less-powerful nations 
on the outside looking In, and that means 
trouble and discord, and not a permanent 
peace. 

Then we have administration repre¬ 
sentatives who tell us that cur Govem- 
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ment has no intention of setting up an 
organisation by which these four big 
powers will run the world. 

If, in the United States, all the 48 
States were represented in an assembly 
with merely the power to discuss and ad¬ 
vise, with all the power to decide, to¬ 
gether with all Instruments of force and 
authority to make war, lodged in a small 
council dominated by New York, Call" 
fornla, Pennsylvania, and Illinois, what, 
Mr. President, do you think the other 
States would say if you had the brass to 
tell them that they were not being dom¬ 
inated by this council of four big States? 
They would laugh at you, and rightly so, 

Mr. President, we are Informed that a 
world court is to be set up. For many 
long years I have been an ardent believer 
In and supporter of a permanent court 
of International Justice. But, Mr. Presi¬ 
dent, unless this Is a genuinely Interna¬ 
tional tribunal, representative of the 
strong and the weak, completely divorced 
from the domination of one or two or 
three vast military powers It will fall. 
This institution must be firmly estab¬ 
lished on enduring and uncompromised 
principles of decency and Justice Bnd 
fair play in order to succeed. 

Mr. President, what kind of a peace is 
it the organization now being discussed 
at Dumbarton Oaks is being set up to 
enforce? Are we, the American people, 
expected to underwrite the enforcement 
of any kind of a peace settlement that 
may issue from this war? Are we ex¬ 
pected to sign a blank check with our 
own blood to provide the military forces 
with which to enforce and maintain any 
kind of peace settlement? Why can 
we not have, as the New York Times of. 
•August 22 has suggested, a genuinely in¬ 
ternational conference to discuss the na¬ 
ture of the peace terms to be Imposed, 
so that the long period of armistice and 
transition from war to peace may be 
hastened through the establishment of 
genuinely International and honorable 
peace terms upon the vanquished and all 
nations Involved? 

Mr. President, let us not pull the covers 
over our heads. Let us face the facts. 

The American people now want to know 
where President Roosevelt's conduct of 
this war has brought them, where it is 
taking them. They are entitled to know 
the truth, Why does he not now face 
them squarely with the dangers they 
confront?- Why does he not tell them 
that the peace settlement they have 
waited so long to participate in has al¬ 
ready In part been determined? Is It 
not time that a free people heard from bis 
own Ups the true prospects for the kind 
of peace they have set their hearts on? 
On the night of September 1, 1944, his 
running mate, Senator Truman, revealed 
a part ol the picture with amazing frank¬ 
ness when he said: 

Tile administration of Franklin D. Roose¬ 
velt was preparing the ground to support 
this peace structure when, against ths bitter 
criticisms and dire warnings of the Isola- 
tlonlste and their press, Mr. Roosevelt first 
proposed lend-lease. This peace wae In 
process many months ago when two men 
met in mid-Atlantic and drew up a charter, 
a set of principles tor peace that have been 
cited and used as guldea by both Democrats 
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and Republicans alike ever since, they were 
first set forth. ‘ 

This peace was being made at Casablanca, 
at Moscow, at Quebec, at Cairo, at Teheran. 

* * * It la a continuing process already 

years under way, still years In prospect. 

Senator Turman evidently lias been 
informed that at least part of the peace 
terms have been Bgreed upon. If this 
statement of Senator Truman's Is ac¬ 
curate, and I assume of rourse that Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt’s running mate knew 
what he was talking about, the American 
Congress and the American people are 
entitled to know the facts. 

Mr. President, what has now become 
of these high American principles which 
President Roosevelt Insisted again and 
again and again were at stake In this 
struggle? He la the one who said we 
Americans are builders, not destroyers. 
He. Is the one who was determined to 
have done with appeasement, to have 
done with urging us to get along with 
dictators.- He Is the one who proclaimed 
to the world again and again and again 
that America had a stake In this war. 
that America sought a moral basis for 
the peace. 

The American people have not altered 
their determination to see this struggle 
through to an honorable and enduring 
peace. Many are the political cynics 
who deride such a position as I am now 
tuklng, and yet I ask, Mr. President, is 
not this cynicism evidence of failure to be 
honest with the American people in this 
dark hour of tragedy and suffering, this 
hour of untold misery and despair? At 
this turning of the tide of history will 
not any man have failed his fellow men 
who now refuses to sound a challenge of 
hope to the pain-racked, desperate peo¬ 
ples of the world? 

Mr. Stalin and Mr. Churchill have kept 
the Interest of their peoples ever upper¬ 
most In their concern. They are not 
afraid to inspire the peoples they lead 
with the record of their achievements. 
They are not afraid to appeal constantly 
to the Innate love of country In the 
hearts of their people; but Mr, President, 
who is speaking for America? Do you 
think Mr. Stalin and Mr. Churchill are 
unaware that American food, Amerioan 
arms. American munitions. American 
locomotives. American tanks, American 
guns and rifles, American clothing and 
medicinal supplies, American 6hlps and 
trucks, and American lives have alone 
mBde this gigantic military victory pos¬ 
sible? 

We are told we must not embarrass our 
allies, we must not speak of these mat¬ 
ters; but, Mr. President. I want the 
American people to know, and I want the 
world to know, what my America has 
done in this war and I am not ashamed 
of it; I am proud of it. Knowing that our 
allies are fully aware of their utter and 
complete dependence on us. both 
throughout this war and in the peace, 
are we going to betray, I ask, the very/ 
ideBls by which our country, great In 
peace, has become the mightiest nation 
on earth in war? At this very moment; 
our valiant men under arms have carried 
on to German soil the living symbols of 
America's faith in the undying principles 
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of liberty and Justice for all. If now, 
while the fury of war roars toward Its 
victorious climax, President Roosevelt 
would broadcast to the world our peace 
alms based on these principles for which 
America stands, appealing to the Ger¬ 
man people to rise up and destroy their 
slavemaster. Hitler, such an appeal might 
well be the basis for an overthrow of all 
the Nazi gang by the German people 
themselves, and at the same time .save 
tens of thousands of American and Allied 
’ soldiers' lives by bringing the war to a 
hastier conclusion. 

If American principles are still at stake 
in this war, why cannot President Roose¬ 
velt now broadcast his solemn pledge to 
uphold these principles In any future 
dealings we may have with any nation or 
any race of men in the years ahead. 

Mr. President, I want to keep this part 
of the record straight, very straight. I 
did not support every measure which 
would make America strong and every 
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measure for cooperation with our allies 
just to win a military victory alone. I 
wanted more: 1 want more today. I 
want a permanent peace. I have always 
supported, and shall continue to support, 
any and every attempt to strengthen 
American participation In International 
affairs, but Mr. President, always, oh the 
basis of principle. 1 do not believe In 
the current slogan of unity at any price 
either In domestic or foreign affairs. I 
will match with anyone my desire to see 
America collaborating with the other 
sovereign nations of the world to the end 
that a just, honorable, and enduring 
peace may rise out of the ruins of inter¬ 
national relations, but If America is to be 
maneuvered Into compromise with prin¬ 
ciples: If under any pretence, America Is 
to participate In a world organization, 
the main purpose of which Is to enforce 
an unjust peace that has already been 
made or is to be made, we will be building 


the foundation for another war, not a 
permanent peace. 

Mr. President, at the other end of the 
Mall there stands a memorial to a man 
who has become an Immortal Inspira¬ 
tion. not only to his fellow Americans 
but to all peoples the world around. En¬ 
shrined within the hearts of his fellow 
men forever, Abraham Lincoln still keeps 
watch over his beloved country. It was 
Abraham Lincoln who said in the midst 
of the great Civil War: "Suppose you go 
to war, when after much loss on both 
sides and no gain on either, the fighting 
ceases, the identical questions as to 
terms of human intercourse are again 
upon us." 

Mr. President, why does not President 
Roosevelt broadcast to the peoples of the 
earth the terms America desires, which 
every American knows In his heart alone 
can bring an honorable, Just, and lasting 
peace in the midst of men on this earth, 
which is the hope of all Americans?

that we reqogni'ze their security responsibility concerning the organization; 
and that we have no objection to their conducting surveillanoes, etc. I also 
told him that we wish to help in any way we can. I told him, however, that 
if he desires to avoid any recurrences of today’s incident in the future he 
should tell his men to be certain to identify themselves as Army Intelligence 
Agents and leave no misunderstanding. 

I also toldT him that they should let me know whenever they take up a 
new surveillanoe at a new hotel or so expand their investigation that it is 
liable to come t o our attention. In his presence and at his request I phoned 

_ told him of our understanding and agreement, and he said that 

it wa6 very satisfactory to him. 


Our policy on it as stated above was reviewed with the SAC and Agent 
who agreed. 

This difficulty obviously arose out of the failure to make dear to 
us .that they were going to have this surveillanoe and that there might be some 
rumble of it which would get back to us, plus the fact that the hotel manage¬ 
ment thought they were FBI agents.

that thought in mind, she wrote letters to Senators, Congressmen, and other 
legislators, pleading long and earnestly to do .the best they could to keep the 
country out of war.
